The Histadrut did not approve 
it and it broke out in defiance of 
all accepted procedure.

Cairo appeal to Beirut, 


warning 


CAIRO. — Arab foreign ministers 
yesterday ended an emergency 
meeting on the Lebanon crisis 
with an appeal to the warring 
factions to exercise restraint — 
but gave little hope for an end 
to_the violence. 

The appeal was contained in a 
communique issued at the end of 
the two-day meeting by 18 of the 
Arab League's 21 members. But 
Arab League Secretary-General 
Mahmoud Riad admitted that the 
meeting had not produced concrete 
resutls. He told reporters after- 
wards: “If the ministers had found 
it possible to come out with any- 
thing more, they would have done 
80." 

The communique warned Israel! 
against any attempt to exploit the 
Lebanese crisis, and said the def- 
ence of Lebanon against any Is- 
raeli attack was a collective Arab 
responsibility. 

In Lebanon itself another cease- 
fire went into effect yesterday after 
three days of bitter fighting. 

Syria, which has been mediating 
between the Lebanese factions and

Egyptian observers interpreted the 
boycott as an attempt to prevent 
other Arab countries from discuss- 
ing the role of Syria, the PLO and 
to a lesser extent Libya in: the 
crisis.

Both Syria and the PLO explain- 
ed thelr decision not to attend the 
meeting by saying the key issue in 
the Middle East now was the in- 
terim agreement between Egypt 
and Israel. 

The Arab ministers promised fin- 
ancial aid to help repair the dam- 
age left by the months of fighting 
which has claimed more than 1,600 
Uves and brought Lebanon to the 
brink of anarchy. The amount of 
aid will be left to individual coun- 
tries. 

Secretary-General Riad, addressing 
newsmen, accused Israel of attempt- 
ing to benefit from the Lebanese 
crisis to “hit Arab solidarity, The 
recent Israeli statements threaten- 
ing to intervene in Lebanon is a 
humiliating blow to all Arab coun- 
tries.”

He scored as “completely unjus- 
tified” the attitude that because we 
would be unable to develop a new 
generation of nuclear reactors, for 
instance, we need do nothing. 

He asserted that there were spe- 
cific Israeli problems and possibili- 
tes that must be researched in Is- 
rael — the exploitation for fuel of 
the particular bitumen stone found 
in the country, exploiting the dif- 
ferences in the levels of the Me- 
diterranean Sea and Dead Sea to 
create energy, solar energy, produc- 
ing fuel from organic materials, and 
specific ways of saving energy, such 
a8 efficient Insulation methods. 

“By working to develop our own 
methods, we have a chance not only 
of solving some of our own energy 
problems, but of becoming 2 partner 
in the worldwide effort to solve the 
energy problem,” he said. “By doing 
as little as we unfortunately are 
Going, we are left at the sidelines.” 

The Technion president also com- 
plained that the authorities and 
industry were showing little inte- 
rest in research. He noted that the 
Projects funded at the Technion 
included down-to-earth, applicable 
ideas from solar heating and cool-

HAIFA. — The Kogan-Rose water 
desalination method, described as a 
“revolutionary breakthrough” in the 
desalination field, is now in the last 
stages of semi-industrial testing. 
“If the debugging is successful, the 
new method should be ready for 
full-scale application in a couple of 
months,” Technion president Amos 
Horev told The Post. 
The method of direct-heat ex- 
change, flash-evaporation deselina- 
tion, invented and perfected by 
Technion Prof. Abraham Kogan 
over the past 10 years, cuts out the 
use of the great lengths of expen- 
sive copper tubing which makes con- 
ventional desalination plants drive 
up their capital costs and running 

expenses. 

The method worked well in a pilot 
plant set up at the Haifa power 
station of the Electric Corporation 
some years ago. It was recently ex- 
panded into a semi-industrialized 
plant, with a 50,000-gallon-per-day 
capacity, which is now undergoing 
its final tests. If all goes well and 
the method is adopted, it may be 
able to desalinate water at 30 per 
cent lower cost than any current 
process — or even less. It may 
help make desalination, which has 
been almost prohibitively expensive, 
ἃ viable proposition for water-poor 
countries.

THE HAGUE (AP). — The Inter- 
national Court of Justice here said 
yesterday Morocco and Mauritania 
had certain legal ties to the West- 
ern Sahara when Spain colonized 
the morth-west African territory al- 
most a century ago. 

But in its advisory opinion to the 
UN, the court added that no evi- 
dence had been presented to support 
claims by Morocco and Manritania 
of territorial sovereignty. 

Court president Manfred Lachs 
said-the court's conclusions would 
not affect the UN resolution calling 
tor decolonization and self-deter- 
mination for the Western Sahara, 
which is in Line with Spain's ex- 
pressed position. 

The court was asked by the UN 
last December for an advisory 
opinion on the status of the West- 
ern Sahara when it was colonized 
by Spam in 1884. 

The decolonization process en- 
visaged by the UN will respect the 
right of the Sahara's inhabitants to 
determine their own political future, 
the court said. 

The questions put to the court 
were whether the Western Sahara 
was a territory without a master 
at the time of Spanish colonization, 
and if not, what were the legal ties 
between the territory and Morocco 
and Mauritania, president Lachs 
said. 

“It appears to the court,” Lachs 
said “that the questions must be 
understood as referring to such Ie- 
gal ties as may affect the policy to 
be followed in the decolonization of 
the Western Sahara. 

“Baving considered the evidence 
and observations, the court finds 
that neither the internal or interna- 
tiona] acts relied upon by Morocco 
indicate the existence or the inter- 
national recognition of legal ties or 
territorial sovereignty between the 
‘Western Sahara and the Moroccan 
state. 

“They do, however, provide in- 
dieations that a legal tie of alle- 
giance existed at the relevant period

On the other hand, there 
is no denying the fact that the 
missiles endanger the tanks and 
hinder them in accomplishing their 
missions on targets defended by in- 
fantry. It is therefore mandatory 
to combine artillery support with 
every armour operation — this in 
order to neutralize the anti-tank 
missiles and infantry as much as 
possible. There ig also need for 
massive artillery support against 
the enemy's artillery, which re- 
presents a significant obstacle to 
the advance of the armour. 

An armour operation must be ac. 
companied by infantry in order to 
prevent anti-tank activity, mainly 
in areas- where the tanks’ visibility 
and fire .is limited. 

To these should be added en- 
gineering crews to cope with mine 
fields, ditches, and other obstacles 
which, due to modern trends in the 
development of engineering equip- 
ment, such as quick minelaying, 
have become quite numerous. 

‘These are only two examples de- 
lmeating the need to combine var- 
ious factors and stress the necessity 
of combination, even when discuss- 
ing the two decisive elements on 
the battlefield, the tank and the 
plane. One should be cautious and 
not draw from this necessity of 
combination a wrong conclusion — 
as-if the importance of the plane

Spain holds air force captain 


MADRID (Reuter). — The Spanish 
military ordered the arrest yester- 
day of an air force captain who 
told in Paris this week of 8 dissid- 
ent movement within the armed 
forees.

The primary goal of the air force 
is to ensure secure skies through- 
out the country and above the 
combat forces. This need not be 
an airtight defence, but it must 
Prevent systematic and effective 
destruction, i 

I see the air force's main role in 
Supporting ground forces by inter- 
diction, in order to achieve the 65. 
truction of the enemy's military in- 
frastructure, cause havoc 
troop movement — in one word, the 
paralysing of enemy forces. 

Even before 1973, I considered 
the subject of close air support the 
last priority task of the air force. 
I always believed that ground 
forces, secure from the enemy's air 
activity, should defeat the. enemy 
ground forces unaided. The Octo- 
ber War reconfirmed my belief that 
close air support is costly in casual- 
ties and that there is no positive 
ratio between relatively great losses 
and limited results. 

However, both air and ground 
forces must be well prepared for 
Cooperation in the execution of air- 
to-ground support. There are situa- 
tions when in spite of the above 
mentioned imitations, close air 
support is necessary, even crucial. 
The amassing of grouné-to-air mis- 
siles, and the counter-actions of the 
avoiding planes greatly complicates 
Cooperation and the lesson drawn 
from the last war is that the old 
techniques must be changed. 

I believe that the tank was the 
backbone of the land forces during 
this war and wili remain so in the 
future. All anti-tank measures from 
mines to anti-tank missiles and 
weapons were aimed at reducing 
the efficiency of the tanks on the 
field and limit its success. Indeed, 
together they succeeded in one way 
or another in inflicting casualties 
and slowdowns to the impetus of 
the tank. It is not in their power 
to defeat the armour — that can 
only be done by a confronting 
armour. 

The decisive role in my opinion 
of the air force and the armour is 
true in defence and in offence. In 
the October War, it was proved 
once more that defence is the power- 
ful form of combat, meaning that, 
inferior forces, well deployed in de- 
fensive positions are able to stop 
the advance of superior forces. 

This lesson cannot change the old 
truth that with defence alone a war 
cannot be won. One can stop the 
enemy, prevent it from 
the outcome of the war for a time, 
inflict casualties upon it and by 
so doing improve the balance of 
power as was demonstrated by the 
I.D.F. between the 9th and 14th of 
October, especially on the 14th, the 
day the Egyptian offence failed in 
the Sinai, suffering the loss of |’ 
more than 200 tanks, while we 
lost less than 30. 

But in order to win, one must at- 
tack and the sooner the better. This 
concept guided me in the Yom Kip- 
pur War so that in spite of the 
great stress inflicted by the surprise 
attack of the Hgyptian and Syrian 
forces and their initial success, we 
initiated offensive counter-attacks 
on the Sth of October, leas than 40 
hours from the beginning of the 
war. Not all our counter-attacks 
were .successful. In ‘the. north, ope. 
rative tasks and targets were 
achievéd — this was not so in the 
south. All the counter-attacks, how- 
ever, did achieve their strategic 
aims — to stop the enemies’ offen.

A better life 


The Emigrants (Tchelet, Te! Aviv) 
are a group of Swedes from the 
province of Smaland who in the early 
part of the 19th century emigrate to 
America in the hope of attaining a 
better life. 

It is not only that life in the 
province is bare and hard but there 
geems no hope of it ever improving. 
So after much soul-searching they 
pack their meagre belongings and 
set off. The leader of the group is 
Karl Oskar (Max von Sydow), 2 
farmer, who faces the future with lit- 
tle fear, unlike his wife, Kristina 
{Liv Ullman), who dreads going to a 
strange land with her brood of small 
children. Oskar's younger brother, 
Robert (Eddie Axberg), has no 
worries, his dreams convince him 
that America is a land of complete 
equality and that the wheat there 
grows higher than a man’s head can 
reach, while Uncle Daniel (Allan 
Edwald), a lay preacher, has been 
commanded by the Lord to go to 
America. 

Directed and photographed by Jan 
Troell (‘‘Zandy’s Bride”), who also 
wrote the screenplay with Bengt 
Forslund, the film tells a familiar 
story but tells it with such depth and 
feeling that watching it is a moving 
experience, And when, after the anx- 
ieties of the journey and arrival, 
BKarl Oskar stakes out a farm for 
hig in the Mimesota woods, 
the viewer cannot but share his feel- 
ing of satisfaction. 

The acting is first rate and there is 
much scenic beauty. Troell’s sequel 
to this film, “The New Land"’ is also- 
to be shown at the Tchelet. 


The Happy Hooker (Gat, Tel Aviv) is 
based on Xaviera Hollander's 
memoirs of her life as a prostitute. 
In spite of the title, the film shows 
the lady as far from happy. 

Xaviera (played by Lynn 
Redgrave, now slim and with golden 
hatfr) arrives in the U.S.A. from her 
native Holland to marry a young 
American (Nicholas Pryor).. When 
the marriage fails to materialize, 
she gets a job in the Dutch Consulate 
where she meets a wealthy man 
(Jean-Pierre Aumont) who becomes 
her lover. Before leaving for foreign 
parts, the gentleman hands Xaviera 
8 wad of money. She is at first in- 
sulted and then decides why 
shouldn't she be paid for ‘doing 
what comes naturally.” 

The film is poorly scripted (the 
diaijogue is trite and dull) and poorly 
directed by somebody called 
Nicholas Sgarro and, worst of all, it 
containg not a scrap of human feel- 
ing.

Team proves 
low-fibre diet 
link to cancer 


MACABEE DEAN 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
-RAMAT GAN. — Burkitt's theory 
that highly concentrated Western- 
style diets, which are low on food 
items containing “fibre” (such as 
fruits and vegetables) are a prime 
contributory cause of cancer of the 
colon has received substantiating 
evidence in a research project 
recently finished at the Sheba 
Medical Centre. 

The six-man research team was 
headed by Prof. Baruch Modan (and 
included his wife, Michaela, as well 
as Mrs. Vita Barell and Mrs. Flora 
Lubin). Its findings are published in 
the current issue of the American 
“Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute.” The project was financed 
by the Israel Cancer Society. 

Dr. Dennis Burkitt, an English 
doctor working among blacks in 
Africa with meagre laboratory 
facilities, came into prominence 
more than a decade ago when he 
suggested that a specific type of jaw 
cancer prevalent in a certain belt of 
Africa was caused by a virus. This 
was another important indication 
that cancer in human beings is caus- 


‘ed by a virus and "Burkitt's 


Lymphoma” became a byword in 
the medical] profession. . 

Several years ago, Dr. Burkitt 
postulated that cancer of the colon 
was caused by low-fibre diets. This 
theory, received by the medical 
profession with great reserve, was 
based on the fact that African 
blacks, who eat primitive diets of 
high fibre content, suffer about one- 
fourth the number of cases of cancer 
of the colon as white Europeans or 
Americans who eat low-fibre, con- 
centrated foods with much fat. 

Dr. Modan selected 198 patients: 
with proven cancer of the colon, as 
well as two matched control groups 
{of the same age, sex, ethnic 
background, neighbourhood, etc). 
The cancer patients consisted of 109 
males and 89 females, and ranged in 
age from 32 to 90 years, with a me- 
dian age of 64. The overwhelming 
majority, 87 per cent, were of Euro- 
pean origin. 

The three different groups 
were questioned about their eating 
habits. It emerged that the cancer- 
colon patients partake less frequent- 
ly of such fibre-containing foods as 
apples, apricots, artichokes, 
avocado, beans, beets, cabbage, 
carrots, chick peas, corn, 
cucumbers, dates, eggplant, 


* grapefruit, groats, guavas, kohlrabi, 


lentils, melons, olives, onions, 
oranges, parsley, peaches, peas, 
pears, peppers, pickles, plums, 
radishes, cactus fruit, sauerkraut, 
tangerines, turnips, watermelons — 
and the trademark of some of the 
Oriental communities — sunflower 
seeds. (Incidentally, the colon 
patients used much less vegetable oil 
— and drank much less brandy and 
whisky.) 

Prof. Modan believes that high- 
fibre diet reduces the amount of 
cancer of the colon for several main 
reasons: the fecal matter passes 
through the intestine faster and is 
bulkier. 

“The actual cancer-causing 
agents are believed to derive from 


the biliary salts which are. broken . 


down in the colon to potentially 
cancer-causing steroid compounds. 
In Jow-fibre diets, these breakdown 
elements are produced to a large ex- 
tent by the changed flora and remain 
more time in the colon and are more 
concentrated. 

In his article in the ‘Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute," Prof. 
Modan notes that the implication of 
low-fibre diets in causing cancer of 
the colon does not invalidate a 
former theory — namely, that high- 
fat diets cause such cancers. Rather. 
the two theories may complement 
each other, since the high-fat diet is 
prevalent am Europeans; and 
such high-fat diets also cause the 
release of much more biliary salts.

Zurich youth sell falafel to 
support Jerusalem day camp 


By ROCHELLE FURSTENBERG 

KATAMON CHILDREN who swam 
and played soccer at day camps 
towards the end of the summer 
holidays this year owed their enjoy- 
ment, to a great extent, to young 
Swiss Jews who sold falafel and 
cleaned attics in Zurich. These ef- 
forts brought in an extra 1.1900 for 
Ohel Yosef, the neighbourhood- 
organized community centre in 
Katamon, which ran their day camp 
in August when other municipal 
summer camps were closed. 


But how did Swiss youth become 
involved in Katamon? Gil 
Stamberger, an enthusiastic 
Hashomer Hatzair youth leader who 
recently came to settle at Kibbutz 
Sasa, explained how if all began. 

“his spring I attended a Youth 
and Haluiz seminar for French- 
speaking youth leaders," he said. 
“The seminar dealt with current 
Israeli problems, among them the 
question of underprivileged 
children. Shlomo Reich, a writer 
who devotes much time to voluntary 
work for Ohel Yosef, brought the 
problem home to us. We went to see 
Katamon for ourselves. What we 
saw there wag not the Israel of our 


dreams, nor the Israel we had ex- 
plored on previous visits. It was a 
shock to see those masses of children 
with no playgrounds except the 
street, 


OHEL YOSEF is a community cen- 
tre started after the Yom Kippur 
War by a number of young men of 
the Katamon Tet neighbourhood 
who, at the suggestion of Michael 
Paran, a community worker from 
the Social Welfare Ministry, organiz- 
ed activities for the younger children 
in unused building shelters. 
Shiomo Reich, who has travelled 
ali over Europe to collect money for 
Ohel Yosef. and frequently received 
promises of aid which did not 
materialize, was initially sceptical 
“ about the young people's project for 
colJlecting money. The young Swiss, 


however, proved enterprising~ and-- 


capable organizers. They obtained 
the necessary police licences and 
they sold their home-made falafel 
and pifta as well as inexpensive 
melons in large stores and along 
main street intersections for three 
days. 

“Most of our customers were 
simply passers-by, nearly all of 
them non-Jews," Danny explained. 


“Some had been to Israel and 
wanted to taste falafel again. We 
also handed out pamphlets about the 
Katamon Project. At first the 
response was disappointing, : but 
eventually everyone wanted to help, 
especially with the selling. Our next 
scheme was to run 8 employment 
agency for members of the youth 
movements to offer their services at 
jobs such as baby-sitting, cleaning 
cellars and offices, painting and 
moving furniture."’ 

Danny concluded: ‘It may sound 
funny, but it took Katamon to bring 
the Jewish youth of Zurich together. 


“All the Jewish youth movements in 


Zurich meet under the same roof, in 
the Youth House, every week. But up 
to now we had nothing to do with one 
another. It was the desire to do 
something for Katamon that brought 
organizations as far apart as Bnet 
Akiva and Heshomer Hatzair to join 
hands in a common effort." 

The bond between the world of 
middle class Jewish youth in Zurich 
and that of the youngsters of the 
crowded ‘‘blockim'’ of Katamon 
may seem a surprising one. But it is 
a Jewish connection that has been 
established and continues to grow — 
for the benefit of all.

growth, in the USSR the call is 
now going out for more babies. 

What worries Soviet 
demographers is that if present 
trends continue, the USSR will 
have zero population growth 
within a decade and minus 
growth by the 1990s. 

The result, they predict dark- 
ly, will be a sharp decline in the 
labour force, which will also be 
over-aged and under-productive, 
leading to reductions in 
economic output, the national in- 
come, and ultimately of the 
general national well-being. 

In the USSR's industrially 
more advanced republics such 
as the Russian Federation, the 
Ukraine and Latvia, and in the 
large cities, according to recent- 
ly released statistics, there are 
already fewer children than 
parents. In some of the large ur- 
ban areas such as Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kiev, the ratio is 
about seven children per five 
families. 

Although this is counter- 
balanced by the relatively high 
birthbrates in Soviet Central 
Asia, Azerbaijan and the 
Caucasus, where there are two 
to three times as many children 
as parents, the same general 
trend toward smaller families 
has been observed in those areas 
too.

Some of the most heretic 
theories were recently presented 
by Dr. V.I. Perevedentsev, an 
economist and sociologist, who 
regards population growth as a 
prerequisite for economic 
growth. 

A declining birthrate, accor- 
ding to Perevedentsev, ‘‘will ul- 
timately work to the disadvan- 
tage of those children who are 
born. Upon reaching employ- 
ment age this smaller genera- 
tion will have to support a larger 
number of eiderly persons. 

“Our country’s history,"" he 
says, ‘shows that the periods of 
most vigorous economic 
development have generally 


coincided with periods of 
relatively rapid population - in- 
crease.” - 

In spelling out what he regards 
the primary causes for the 
declining birthrate, 
Perevedentsevy has challenged 
modern views on family and 
male-female relationships which 
are considered ‘‘sacred cows" 
not only in the USSR but in most 
Western countries as well.:

Teachers by 
and large have failed in their task of 
education — in its widest sense — of 
the youth in their charge. Greater in- 
volvement by them could lead to an 
improvement in this direction. The 
type of early education given will 
reflect itself in later life, both on the 
sports fields and ln dally goeial con- 
tacts. 


A_PHENOMENON in Israeli sport, 
probably found nowhere 6186 outside 
the Communist world and several 
dictatorships, ia the political connec- 
tion.

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Should the ΤΑΝ budget be cut?

BEFORE PLUNGING into the 
debate as to what the size of our 
defence budget should be, let us 
first make clear how big it is at 
.the moment. 

Up to ἃ few years ago, Israel's 
defence expenditure was a closely 
guarded secret, and though its 
major outline is now regularly 
published, some misconceptions 
still prevail, and are even 
cultivated by official spokesmen. 
Time and again we are told that 
defence accounts for about 40 per 
cent of our aggregate government 
Spending. Its share in the 
allocations to services (i.e. ex- 
cluding the public debt, but in- 
cluding the National Insurance 
Institute) in the current budget is 
over 45 per cent. It is therefore 
small wonder that trimming this 
huge item is seen as the main — if 
not only—way of reducing our 
overblown public expenditure, or 
of releasing funds for urgent 
social programmes. 

However, while the figures are 
correct as far as they go, they 
should not be taken completely at 
their face value. More than a half 
of the IL22.4b. budgetted for 
defence in the current year is to 
be spent abroad, in foreign 
currency. Almost all of it is to be 
financed by U.S. grants and loans 
which—if ‘eventually provided— 
will be explicitly tied to the 
agreed military procurements. 
They will be voted by the 
American Congress, and will 
form part of the American 
budget, while their inclusion in 
our budget will be more or less a 
formal act of receipt and (par- 


tial) commitment of repayment 
later on. 
If the U.S. Administration or 
Congress decide to reduce the 
romised aid, approvel by the 
easet will scarcely help. And 
since the aid is provided in dollar 
terms, its worth in Israel curren- 
cy is of no importance. When the 
budget was tabled — in February 
lapt — the IL11.4b. of 
procurements abroad was worth 
$1.9b. At the current rate of ex- 
change it's worth is IL13.3b. and 
by the end of this fiscal year it is 
likely to be worth even more in 
IL. terms. But that hardly affects 
our economy, and does not 
feature in the present debate. 
Nobody has yet suggested refus- 
ing to receive American arms 
shipments. 


THE PRESENT DEBATE 
revolves round the 11.10.6}. 
allocated for defence spending in 
Jocal currency. This is a sizeable 
amount, but represents only 23 
‘per cent of the government's 
aggregate domestic diture 
budgetted for 1975-76. ice the 
amounts voted will doubtless be 
exceeded, the share of defence in 
total spending is likely to be in the 
region of some 20 per cent. In- 
cidentally, the share of defence in 
our GNP has been officially es- 
timated at about 14 per cent. 
This figure should not be taken 
lightly. The United States and the 
Soviet Union spend about six per 
cent of their respective GNP on 
military preparedness, most Nato 
countries half that much. Israel 
spends on defence about as much 
as the U.S. per capiia, in spite of 
the vast difference in per capita 
income. However, one can expect 


little elae in view of the two. 
different security situations 
Prevailing in the two countries, 
And as long as the present tension 
continues and we are forced to 
live on a war footing, no substan- 
tial decline in Israel's defence 
burden is likely. 

The current discussion confuses 
the issue by aide-tracking it to 
petty matters. The Treasury 
argues that the defence establish- 
ment should “absorb” cost hikes 
which exceed the average cost 
creep forecast—and taken into 
account — in the current budget. 
The Defence Ministry counters 
that loca! defence costs have gone 
up by more than the average rate, 
and that it has already ‘“‘ab- 
sorbed" cost increases more than 
most other Ministries. Both sides 
are leaking tendentious figures to 
the press, and are bargaining 
toughly about the supplementary 
budget required in the wake of the 
Sinai withdrawal. But the bone of 
contention is — for the time being 
— ἃ sum of at most about ILdb., 
which cannot make much of a 
difference to the economy at our 
current rate of inflation. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, the fact 
that the debate has flared up just 
at this point in time may be of 
Significance. There is no doubt 
that there is some waste and abuse 
in our defence effort — as in 
other parts of the public sector— 
perhaps even more so, because 
soldiering with al) its ap- 
purtenances is wasteful by its 
very nature, and cannot be con- 
ducted according to the economic 
dictums. However, there is no ob- 
vious sense in singling out the 
LD.F. or the Defence Ministry in 
this respect while efforts to cut 


out dead wood and advance εἴ- 
ficiency in other fields are 
staunchly resisted. 

The demand for defence 
retrenchments is doubly im- 
pressive against the background 
of military withdrawal. and 
renewed Arab war threats. It has 
been widely understood as im- 
plying that Israel is now relying 
More on its peace offers and on 
the American umbrella, and can 
therefore afford to reduce its own 
defence effort, and shift its 
human and material resources to 
less militaristic targets. Though 
whether this 15 indeed the inten- 
tion has been left unclear. 

In this respect, three points 
should be kept in mind, First, sub- 
stantial parts of the defence 
budget — as of any other spending 
programme — are fixed, and can 
hardly be reduced, at least in the 
short term, for example, pen- 
sions (IL500.), slaries of the 
standing army personnel, and 
maintenance costs, Eventual cuts 
must therefore refer in the main 
to construction (IL1.5b. in the 
current budget, including 
IL400m. for civilian shelters, but 
without the new fortifications), 
running operational and training 
expenses, and new orders placed 
with local industry (IL6.4b.). 
They must therefore affect — 
directly or indirectly — the ar- 
my’s operational strength. Now, 
while it may be argued that we 
could do with a smaller — or leas 
stronsly-armed — force, the im- 
plications ought to be considered 
carefully. 

- Second, even though the 
defence bidget may be cut, the 
defence effort can become more 
burdensome in a recession. 
Between the Six Day War and the 


Yom Kippur War we were able 
steadily to increase our defence 
effort, and yet keep ita share in 
our national income almost - 
stable, because our GNP was go 
ing up by an annual 10 per cent. 
On the other hand, a stable—or 
even slightly smalier — defence 
-expenditure (in real terms) would 
account for a bigger share of our 
GNP if a slow-down takes place. 
It would seem the motion of 
economic growth is the best way 
to ease the defence burden. 

Third, in case retrenchment is 
now imperative because the’ 
government has no money (more 
exactly, because radical steps 
must be taken to check in- 
flation and reduce the daunting 
foreign trade deficit), there is no 
reason to apply the axe in a way 
which is likely to increase our 
foreign currency spending. The 
budgetary squeeze on the Defence 
Ministry may force it te replace 
orders with local factories by 
bigger imports, involving higher 
dollar costs, and increasing our 
dependence on the United States. 
The threatened dismissal of 
several thousands of workers 
from defence industries may in- 
deed prove a water-shed for our 
overtaxed labour market. But 
that could surely be achieved by 
other means, say, by dropping a 
number of non-urgent and highly 
subsidized housing projects. 

A reappraisal of the defence 
budget can serve a useful purpose 
if it is carried out as part of a 
general economic reassessment 
and might lead to startling con- 
sequences. But as a separate ex- 
ercise within a stationary 
economic and administrative 
framework it is likely to prove 
either a flop or a blunder.

While the industrialised world 
worries about its oi] supplies, more 
than a third of mankind is facing an 
acute firewood crisis. One immediate 
result is the increased use of dried 
cow dung as fuel, robbing the soil of 
a natural fertiliser. 

A report on the new crisis comes 
in a paper by Worldwatch Institute, 
an independent Washington-based 
research group. The report said 
millions of people in Africa, Asia and 
Latin America still depend on 
firewood for cooking and heating. 
But soaring populations were out- 
pacing the growth of new trees, 
threatening denuded hillsides with 
erosion and causing a sharp increase 
in the price of wood. 

The report, by Erik Eckholm, 
quoted one Indian official as saying:

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Party and democracy 


THE CHIEF MALAISE of Israel's body Politic is its over- 
centralization. In all parties, large and small, in Government 
and out, it is the party executive and its leading functionaries 
who determine the political fate of the various office holders. 
Knesset Members, municipal councillors and Histadrut of- 
ficials, all depend in the final analysis on finding favour 
with the inner party forum that selects them on the eve of 
an election. Various “keys” are applied by the nomination 
committees in an attempt to give a measure of representa- 
tion to the various strata of society. But it is the 

executive — and not the membership — which decides what 
is good for the electorate and who should represent it. 

As a result, there is hardly a living link between elected 
representatives and their constituents. There are, indeed, no 
real constituencies in this country’s political panorama. The 
electorate is almost totally forgotten in the years between 
elections. 

The decision by the leadership of the Labour Party — Is- 
rael's largest — to introduce a far-reaching internal electoral 
reform must therefore be applauded. After its formal adoption 
by the party’s central committee, it will allow for direct 
elections by the party branches of 80 per cent of the some 
3,000 delegates to the forthcoming party convention. 

The exemption of the remaining 20 per cent from the 
test of election has caused much resentment. The party leaders 
decided that 600 places should be reserved for veteran party 
members and for newcomers end intellectuals who might not 
have had the chance to secure for themselves a standing 
at the party branch level Rank-and-file members have 
argued that this would perpetuate the hold of the central 
party machine and would make a mockery of the direct 
election of the remaining 2,400 convention delegates, a 

‘Be that as it may, if indeed the direct election by dozens 
of party branches of the great majority of the delegates to 
the Labour Party convention is carried out democratically and 
fairly, this could be the start of a revolution in our political 
life. 

But revolutions can overreach themselves. An electoral 
reform that goes from one extreme to another can also distort 
the public will. Certain realities have to be taken into ac- 
count. 

There is, for example, one Labour Party ‘branch in North 
Tel Aviv that counts among its members the Prime Min- 
ister, the Defence Minister, the former Prime Minister and 
a number of other Cabinet Ministers and leadiig party mem-~- 
bers. One cannot expect all of them to be elected in their 
own branch at the expense of other members. Esteemed 
democracies such as Sweden and West Germany use a mixed 
system, combining constituency elections with delegates chosen 
from a central list. 

Electoral reform can be introduced in Israel at the national 
level, only if based on a composite method. All reform. begins 
at home, and it is a good thing that Israel's largest party has 
begun electoral reform in the right direction.

“SPEAKING AS A SOLDIER, 
and strictly as a soldier ... "" 
Brig. Hunt insistently prefaces 
his remarks with this important 
qualification. He is concerned 
first to analyse the purely 
military aspects of Israel's 
situation. Political con- 
siderations, which are of course 
at least as important in shaping 
policy, should be applied to 
clearly perceived and defined 
military postulates. 

Militarily, then, Hunt says, 
Israel needs to stay on the Golan 
Heights in order to defend the 
Huleh Valley and Upper Galilee. 

On the other hand — again, 
speaking purely militarily — 
Israel should favour a 
demilitarized Sinai, where war 
would he fought in the 
empty expanses of the Penin- 
sula, with Egypt's lines of com- 
munications extended and 
vulnerable. 

Political considerations, on 
both fronts, may dictate 
otherwise. In the Sinai, Israel’s 
interests may best be served by 
trading slices of territory for 
political returns. On the Golan, 
refusal to withdraw seems to 
spell endless belligerency. A 
political settlement there might 
substitute, wholly or in part, for 
the strategic depth and 
topographical advantage that 
the present lines provide. 

In the halcyon 1967-73 era, it 
was accepted in Israel almost 
axiomatically that the Golan had 
to be retained, in effect in- 
definitely. : . 

Since the Yom Kippur War, 
however, and with negotiations 
with Syria now possibly immi- 
nent, there is the beginning of a 
reassessment in some quarters. 

ΝΟ less a military authority 
than Moshe Dayan, for instance, 
has been heard to remark that 
“aeroplanes fly higher than the 
Golan Heights." (He has also 
dwelt of late on the fact that, in 
1967, he alone was opposed to at- 
tacking Syria and conquering 


. the Golan, but was overruled.) 


Brig. Hunt demurs. ‘‘You 
can't hold ground with an air 
force. An air force is fine for at- 
tack, when your arniour is pour- 
ing forward with your air force 
in support.

“But you can't hit all the tanks 
e over the top of the hill. 
And algo, these shells are expen- 
sive." 

Expense, in terms of men and 
equipment, is in fact the key ele- 
ment in the defence-topography 
equation, Humt explains. ‘The 
Golan is an escarpment. If 
you're atop the escarpment, 
you're in a good position to de- 
fend the valley behind you. 
Modern technology has not 
changed that. If you're at the 
bottom you're vulnerable to 
bombardment and to assault and 
the price of defence is much 
higher.” ᾿ 
HILLS PERFORM a second 
function which technology has 
not (yet) effectively replaced — 
that of surveillance locations for 
radar. Aerial reconnaissance 
eannot substitute, and sur- 
veillance by satellite is much 
more expensive, and, in Israel's 
case, the satellite would 
presumably not be her own, but 
America's — compromising her

The next-best-thing to 
topographical domination is the 
demilitarized gap — such has 
now been opened up in the Sinai 
under the new interim agree- 
ment.
